F ERE there any Thing under 
Bod that could bear a firm 
Dependance upon it, Perſors 
7 of Great Birth and Power 
would certainly have the beſt Claim to our 
Truſt and Reliance: But ſuch is the Vanity 
of all Created Good and Greatneſs, that 
there is no laying much Streſs upon it, withe _.,. 
out meeting with ſevere Diſappointments” © 
Fall Truſt and Dependance, like Perfett 
Worſhip, belong to God alone. Tis for this 
Reaſon the Scripture forbids us to put Confi- 
lence in Princes, that is, in any Thing, but 

od; for, next to God, they deſerve the 
largeſt Share of our Confidence: So that if 
e may not truſt in them, we may be ſure, 
e ought not to fix our Truſt upon any other 
hing or Perſon in the World. For if Prin- 
es prove vain Objects of Truſt to thoſe WO 
Jepoſe the Hopes of Happineſs in their Fa- 
Pour, tis certain every Thing elſe preves

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more vain and diſappointing to their ſeveral 
Votaries; ſince the ſlighteſt Reeds pierce 
thoſe that are ſo ſilly as to lean upon them 
with the ſharpeſt Points. 
The Pſalmiſt therefore has not ſingled out 
Princes here to brand them with Diſhonour 
by this Caution, nor to hint that they are leſs 
proper to be relied on than other Men (that 
would be an unmannerly and ill-natur'd 
Comment indeed) but he has pitch'd upon 
them for the prime Objects of Truſt among 
Men, and with a Deſign to ſhew all Depen- 
dance upon Creatures deceitful, when placed 
with too violent a Streſs; ſince princes them. 
{eves (tho? the Glory of the Creation we be- ; 
long to) will firſt or laſt fail our Hopes, if we 
build too much upon their Smiles ES an hn 
tereſt in their Grandeur. * |

whilſt alive in the preſent World, ought to be 
held in high Eſteem; and their Memories, when 
they are dead, ſhould be treated with Venera- 
tion Reaſon ſuggeſts this Behaviour; and Re- 
ligion, in preſcribing Courteſie towards all, re- 
quires the Duty of Deference to the Great from 
us. But we muſt not ſtretch. this Leſſon ſo far 
as to Idolize either them, or their Greatneſs; 
neither may we make their Favour the Founda- 
tion of our Content and Acqureſcence : For the 
Heart is as ſtrictly God's Claim in this, as in 
Iny other Senſe, and muſt be ſet only upon him: 
'Tis Sacrilege to alienate it from him; and they 
ho dare to do ſo, will quickly find Princes Va- 
nity, and Grandees a Lye; for they are but Men, 
ho Princes: And therefore our Saviour, who 
den what was in Mn, even the beſt and greateſt 

df Men, ( viz. a great deal of Frailty, which 
orbids too expecting a Truſt in them) has com- 
anded us to truſt in the living God; for it is le 
bo gives as all Things, even Good Princes, the 
Preateſt of Earthly Bleſſings, richly ro enjoy.

| Truſt in Princes for Happineſs, is not due to 
nem, becauſe it is not in their Power to give it; 
5 tor Happineſs is the Reſult of a well poi⁊ d Tem- 
Ir tiger of Mind. Now ſuch a Temper is the Pro- 
d AQgudtion of Divine Wiſdom, and Divine Wiſdom . 
om the Gift of the Grace of God; wherefore God 
whiq one mult be depended an for our having it. 


Truſt, moreover, is not due to Princes for 
outward Tranquility, and thoſe quiet and grate- 
ful Circumſtances in which Virtue is cultivated, 
and Heaven ſought after with the greateſt Eaſe 
and Freedom: For in every other Age, a Nero, 
and a Lews the XIVth, like frightful glaring 
Comets, terrifie the World with their monſtrous 
 Barbarities, and haraſs it with inſolent Oppreſ- 
fion. Princes are ordain'd by God to promote 
the Peace and Welfare of Mankind, to encou- 
rage ſhining Merit, and to cruſh notorious Evil- 
doers; and God uſually implants an uncommon 
Vein of Generoſity in thoſe that are Regally de- 
ſcended : They have generally a quicker Sagacity 
to contrive, and a freer Bent of Inclination to 
practice Diffuſive Beneficence. But it is not al- 
ways thus; and therefore an Abſolute Confi- 
dence for National Proſperity, is not due to them. 


A Dependance upon Princes for the moſt ya- 
luable, laſting, and extenſive Bleſſings, is not 
due to them; becauſe tho' few of them are very 
wicked and perverſe in the Adminiſtrations of 
Government, yet too too few of them are as 
exemplary in Goodneſs as befits their exalted 
Station and the auguſt Sacredneſs of their Cha- 


Among thoſe of them that are Good, ſome 
are brighter Examples of Royal Virtue: than o- 
thers ; and yet theſe muſt not claim an abſolute 
Dependance on themſelves from their Subjects, 
for a Torrent of ſuch Bleſſings as the preſent 
Auſpicious Reign can boaſt of. The joint- For- 
ces of Valour and Piety in an Emulous Zenitb 
can't always procure Floods of Victory to our 
Arms and Wooden Walls Abroad, nor Prodligie: 
of Succeſs to our Councils at Home, The Sabi

Great- Britain has been wiſh'd for and attempted - 


by other good Sovereigns, but God did not think 


fit to let any Prince, before the Great AN NE, 
accompliſh ſo Glorious a Deſign. Wherefore, _ 
ſince laborious Thought is often defeated; and 
thoſe who lay vaſt Schemes exhauſt their S irits 
by abortive Conceptions 3 ſince it is not of him

It knows not how to relent, when once the 
rigid Hand is lifted up, let the Stroak be never 
ſo fatal; no, tho? it makes Death more bitter 
than Life to the Survivors; and Fleets, and King- 
doms, and Foſterities, rue for it; and Royal 
Cares thenceforward fit more uneaſie upon

Be- 
fides, Great Stations ſcrew up the beſt temper d 
Minds ſometimes to too intenſe Degrees of Care, 
when the Fate of Armies and Navies attend their 
Decrees, and Opportunities are ſo critical as not 
to wait long for them: Such cleſe Applications of 
Thought leave no Intervals of Relaxation to thoſe 
Noble Pacriots, by whoſePaternal Vigilanceand Courern 
the Peace and Comfort of an infinite Number of 
Perſons does Subſiſt: And tho! the Conſequences 
of the Deaths of Admiral: and Generali, when ow-

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ing to an over-generous Fatigue of Mind or o- 
dy, for the Publick Good, are very dreadful, yet.
